Oslo, Norway, May IO.— (UP) — 
Lieutenant Commander Richard 
N. 
Byrd, U. S. N., and his pilot, Floyd 
Bennett, were hailed today as new 
conquerors of the north pole. 
The airmen 
returned 
to 
King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen, yesterday 
after 
noon and reported 
th at they 
had 
flown over the north pole in the Byrd 
expedition airplane, according to ad­ 
vices from K ing’s Bay. 
Byrd and Bennett took the air on 
their flight toward the pole at 1:55 
A. M. yesterday,returning at 5 
P. 
M. after an absence of 15 hours. 
Commander Byrd declared that no 
land was visible at the pole, 
dis­ 
patches said. 
He discovered a large 
strip of water such 
as 
Amundsen 
saw. 
The newspaper Tidenstegn declar­ 
ed editorially today th a t there was 
no reason, to doubt th a t Commander 
Byrd reached the neighborhood 
of 
the pole and praises his speed, clever­ 
ness and luck with weather condi­ 
tions.

UNOFFICIAL REPORTS 
FROM FROZEN NORTH 
From out the frozen north today 
came unofficial reports that two Am­ 
ericans have penetrated the silence 
of the icebound territory to redis­ 
cover the north pole, ambition of all 
explorers. 
Lieutenant Commander Richard N. 
Byrd, U. S. N., and his pilot, Floyd 
Bennett, cruised into K ing’s 
Bay, 
Spitzbergen, late Sunday 
after 
15 
hours in the air and announced they 
had flown' over the top of the world. 
If the records are substantiated they 
will be the first pair to fly to the 
north pole. 
The feat of Byrd and Bennett es­ 
tablishes them as two of the select 
group of four who 
have 
plunged 
through the wilderness to the pole.* 
The other two, both Americans, were 
Admiral Robert Peary and his negro 
aide, Matt Hanson, who mushed with 
dog teams to the pole in 1909. Peary 
is dead and Hanson lives in virtual 
obscurity in New York. 
Byrd had planned to 
make 
his 
flight later in the season, but yester­ 
day, with very little formality, the 
big monoplane zoomed into the air, 
bound for the place of vast silence. 
Fifteen hours later people waiting 
in Spitzbergen saw a tiny speck dart 
down out of the northern skies and 
in a few minutes Byrd and Bennett 
were back, reporting they had thrice 
circled the top of the world. 
The naval pilot reported, accord­ 
ing to cables, he had unfurled 
an 
American flag and dropped a bag of 
documents over the pole. 
Other cables report him as saying 
there was no land, but vast areas of 
ice and water. 
This substantiates 
Peary’s statement th a t 
there 
was 
no land at the pole. 
The American naval officer, should 
his records prove true, will also have 
won the race for being the first to 
view the pole from the air, a race 
started, in 1925 by Roald Amundsen. 
T hat flight was unsuccessful. 
Last year Amundsen and Lincoln 
Ellsworth, an American, 
went 
to 
Spitzbergen and attempted to fly to 
the pole, but were forced to land 150 
miles from their goal. 
Byrd mean­ 
while was with Donald MacMillan's 
polar expedition which, while it wha 
unsuccessful, gave the American con­ 
siderable experience in Arctic flying. 
This year has been a virtual open 
season in polar flight plans. Besides 
Byrd, Captain George W ilkins is in 
Alaska, supervising plans for a polar 
dash, while Amundsen and Ellsworth 
are at King's Bay, Spitzbergen, plan­ 
ning a hop to the pole in the huge 
dirigible Norge. 
The dirigible is in 
charge 
of 
Commander 
Nobile 
of 
Italy. 
While some Norwegians 
scouted 
the theory that Byrd 
had 
really 
found the pole, congratulations to­ 
day poured from America to the fly­ 
ing commander. 
President Coolidge issued a mes­ 
sage: 
“It is a matter of great satisfac­ 
tion that this record was made by an 
American.”

Byrd winged northward from Spitz 
bergen and returned to announce he 
had crossed the north pole. 
The long link in Byrd’s life be­ 
tween his reading of bitter hardships 
behind 
dog drawn sledges and the 
realization of his dream was crowded 
with his effort to master the mathe­ 
matical details of 
navigation, 
the 
technical equipment of the explorer. 
The time between inspiration 
and 
realization was spent in 
assiduous 
study at the nation’s naval academy, 
the mastery of aviation, 
and

development of navigational 
equip­ 
ment for the successful trans-Atlan­ 
tic flight of the NC-3. 
Captain Robert E. Peary spent a 
weary period in

T h at crude production is diminishing in relation to 
registered cars is proved by statistics.

Duluth, May IO.— (U P )— The dis­ 
coverer of the Mesa ha iron range 
which ships more ore than any other 
In the world, is dead. 
Leonidas H. M erritt, 
prospector 
mining genius, backwoodsman and 
Indian fighter, whose romantic lif< 
was capped with 
an 
achievement 
that built, the twin ports of Duluth 
and Superior arni meant much to 
the steel industry, died here Sunday 
morning at the age of 82. 
The funeral services will be held 
at 2:30 P. M. Thursday at the First 
Methodist church. 
Squads of police 
and firemen will be detailed to a t­ 
tend the rites and many public offi­ 
cials will be present. 
The city council was to meet th ic 
afternoon to adopt, 
resolutions 
of 
sympathy and tribute to 
M erritt’s 
memory. 
Another resolution would 
authorize a memorial tablet in his 
honor. 
The city hall will be closed for a 
half day Thursday out of respect to 
his memory and it is likely the coun­ 
ty officers will take the same action. 
Merritt died in fairly comfortable 
circumstances, but escaped being a 
millionaire, because of the 
"Black 
Friday” of 1893 which swept 
his 
fortune away with hundreds of oth­ 
ers. 
Since 1925 he had been in more 
or less retirement. 
Born in Chautauqua county. New 
York, February 20, 
1844, 
Merritt 
became a Minnesotan at. the age of 
l l , when his father brought him to 
Duluth, on the first unbound steamer 
to look through the Soo canal. 
His 
early education 
was 
fragmentary. 
ll ' became a lumber cruiser, then 
an Indian fighter and next set out 
to prove his belief that the nor!Il­ 
ia id w'as rich in mineral wealth. 
Success came to him in November, 
1890. 
He struck ore. 
A new settlement sprang up out 
of the wilderness. 
Miners and pros­ 
pectors rushed to share in the find. 
M erritt and his brothers threw them­ 
selves into development of the field 
with energy and were on the way to 
a fortune. 
The panic of 1893 intervened. 
It 
took all of M erritt's money and he 
borrowed the fare hack to Duluth. 
While his for!line hung in 
the 
balance M erritt in 1894 was elected 
to the legislature and was 
instru­ 
mental in the state’s purchase of ore 
lands that have since yielded it mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Persisting in the path th a t led to 
failure, Merritt located 
additional 
ore lands, managed to finance them 
and paid off the $1,500,000 owed by 
himself and his brothers. 
This put the family back in the 
"well to do” class where it rem ain­ 
ed. 
Since 1925, when he retired from 
business and politics, M erritt divid­ 
ed his time between his Florida and 
Duluth homes.
